Board of Health plans 
Flu Vaccine Clinic 


Under the sponsorship of the Wilmington Women’s Club, a town wide Flu Vac- 
cination program is being planned by the Wilmington Board of Health. Final 
details were decided Monday night, in the Board of Health meeting. 

A new strain of Type B virus has been identified in Massachusetts, and public 
health authorities are preparing to combat the latest type of flu, which, it is 
expected will be at its greatest strength in December and January. The 
program, this year, calls for two separate doses of vaccines, to all persons par- 


ticipating. 


One program will be conducted in the Wildwood School on October 14th and the 
second on October 28th. Both will be between 10 am and noon. Both days are a 


y Sunday. 


‘The new vaccine is cultivated in 
egg embryos, and persons sen- 
sitive (allergic) to eggs should be 
warned to discuss their problems 
with the Board of Health (658- 
7511). Any other information felt 
necessary also may be asked of 
that board. The cost is to be $1, for 


both shots. 

Persons fifty years of age or 
over are in Eligibility class One, 
and will receive first consideration 
by the Board of Health. 

In the Second class of eligibility 
are persons with chronic diseases, 
such as heart disease, and chronic 


broncho pulmonary diseases such 
as asthma, chronic bronchitis, 
bronchiectasis and emphysema; 
diabetes mellitis and other 
metabolic disorders, 

In the third class of eligibility 
are persons who provide essential 
‘community services.
